Unfortunately  it  has 
be  discovered,  that  the  Reservoir  is  leaking 
and  the  dam  is  Iiab3-G  to  give  way  in  which 
cose  all  the  water  would  flood  the 
surrounding  district  and  consequently  cause 
a serious  ortage . Discussions  are  now 
taking  place  and  It  will  probably  bo  decided 
to  make  a now  reservoir  in  the  same  area.
